Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  present,  herewith,  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  during  1967.  Included  in  the  Report  is  the  Report  of  your 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 

On  1st  April,  1967,  a  total  of  over  6,000  acres  of  the  Rural 
District,  mostly  in  Plympton  and  Plymstock,  was  transferred  to  the 
Plymouth  Corporation;  the  fourteen  parishes  were  reduced  to 
twelve  in  number  and  the  number  of  Councillors  dropped  from 
thirty-nine  to  nineteen.  At  the  same  time  the  product  of  a  penny 
rate  had  been  reduced  from  approximately  £7,000  to  £2,315,  which 
meant  that  the  Council’s  capacity  for  carrying  out  major  schemes 
economically  was  handicapped. 

Owing  to  the  boundary  change  no  useful  comparison  with 
statistics  for  previous  years  can  be  made,  but  it  is  fair  to  say  that 
the  health  of  the  District  remained  satisfactory. 

At  the  time  of  the  boundary  change  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  R.  T.  Fedrick,  retired,  having  served  the  Council 
for  thirty-six  years,  and  Mr.  R.  Osborne  was  appointed  as  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  place.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 

Mr  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  this  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  1967  -  a  year  of  dramatic  changes  which 
has  presented  many  problems  but  which  has  been  completed  with 
success. 

For  my  part,  I  feel  that  1  must  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
support  and  understanding  shown  by  the  Council.  Coupled  with 
this  must  be  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  staff,  in  particular  to  the 
members  of  this  Department. 

Although  the  boundary  changes  reduced  the  population  and  the 
rateable  value  to  about  one-third  of  the  1966  figures,  it  did  not 
result  in  a  similar  diminution  in  the  work  load  or  the  problems  of 
administration. 

Examination  of  the  statistics  in  the  report  reveals  that  proportion¬ 
ately — 

(a)  the  inspections  made  increased  by  fifty  per  cent; 

(b)  Improvement  Grants  increased  by  a  hundred  per  cent; 

( c )  the  number  of  animals  inspected  during  meat  inspection 
services  represented  a  rate  of  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  per  cent.

There  are  14  licensed  persons  operating  such  boiling  plants  in 
the  Rural  District,  and  each  is  visited  twice  yearly  in  accordance 
with  a  recommendation  by  the  Devon  County  Council. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT, 

1960 

Applications  for  Site  Licences  were  received  in  respect  of  a 
number  of  sites.  These  have  been  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  after  determination  of  their  requirements  under  the  Principal  Act 
Enquiries  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  continue  to  be  received 
and  action  and  vigilance  is  required  to  control  the  unlawful  siting  of 
caravans. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

The  transfer  of  the  more  densely-populated  and  industrialised 
areas  of  Plympton  and  Plymstock  has  resulted  in  a  considerable 
reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  received.
